(foxt] Relati as between the Soviet Union and France have chilled even further in the 
last few weeks, as indicated by repeated attacks on French domestic and foreign policy 
in the Moscow press. 


An important incident in the developing contradictions was the French authorities’ 
expulsion of 47 Soviet diplomats and other personnel in early April, who were accused 
of espionage activities in France. Soviet officials warned that this move would have 
"negative effects" on Soviet-French relations and several Moscow social figures issued 
public statements charging France with "whipping up an anti-Soviet campaign." It is 
not yet clear how the issue will be settled or how the French Government will respond 
if Moscow retaliates by expelling French diplomats. But one thing is certain -- the 
impact of the current tensions will not be rapidly eliminated within a short period, 


Another source of growing strain is the French attitude towards the deployment of U-S. 
nuclear missiles in Europe -- the most vital security issue ‘n the region. Since 
Francois Mitterrand was elected in 1981, France has insisted upon maintaining an 
independent nuclear force. It also has supported the NATO plan to place U.S.-made 
intermediate nuclear missiles in Western Europe, a move intended to restore the balance 
upset by the Soviet installation of large numbers of SS-20 nuclear missiles. 


Last December, Soviet Communist Party Secretary-General Yuriy Andropov proposed that the 
British and French medium-range missiles be included in U.S.-Soviet arms control talks 
in Geneva. He said that if NATO refrained from further deployment of these weapons, the 
Soviets would maintain their medium-range arms in Europe at a number equal to those of 
Britain and France, 


France vehemently opposed this plan. French Foreign Minister Claude Cheysson repeatedly 
stressed the independence of French foreign policy and nuclear force during his 
February visit to Moscow. 


[The Soviet response was a thinly veiled threat that because French arms are pointed 
towards the Soviet Union and its allies, in the case of a nuclear war the Soviets would 
not hesitate to attack Western Europe. 
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The gap between the Sovlet Unton and France also appears wider on International 
lsasues. Although both Cheysson and his Soviet hosts described the two countries’ 
position on the Middle Kast as "tdentical,"” the Soviet newspaper IZVESTIYA termed 
the French position “hypocritical” itn an April 19 article linking France with the 
anti-Arab policy of the U.S. Government. Moscow also charged France with direct 
involvement in the “undeclared war" against Afghanistan. 


Sovlet-French trade also Is beset with obstacles. Soviet exports to France 
Increased quite rapidly between 1976 and 1980 but the growth rate slowed in 
1981 and dropped in 1982. 


France, once the third 'argest trading partner with the Sovlet Union but now 

the fifth in the West, has become concerned about the increasing trade deficits 
with the Soviets (from a favourable balance before 1979 to an estimated one billion 
rubles deficit in 1982). 


Moscow also is unhappy that France raised the Interest rate on loans to the Soviet 
for the purchase of French equipment from 7.8 to 12.5 percent and that France has 
imposed restrictive measures on exports to the Soviet Union of materials considered 
strategic by the Paris Consultative Group Co-operation Committee. 


Tensions continue to mount, but it is unlikely that either side will allow 
relations to degenerate completely.

Pays Homage at Tito's Tomb

Mlext| Belgrade, May 11 (XINHUA) -- Hu Yaobang, general secretary of the Central 


Committee of the Communist Party of China, placed a bunch of 88 red roses on the 
tomb of Yugoslavia's late President Josip Broz Tito here this morning. The number 
of flowers matches Tito's age who died at the age of 88 in 1979, 


Hu Yaobang observed a minute's silence before the white marble tomb, which is in 

the greenhouse of his former residence on Uzic Street. He wrote in the distinguished 
visitors’ book: "Eternal glory to Comrade Josip Broz Tito, the glorious son of the 
people of all nationalities of Yugoslavia, a great friend of the Chinese people and 
an outstanding fighter in the international communist movement!" 


Hu Yaobang and his party then went round Tito's former residence, which is now 
part of the Tito Memorial Center. Tito had lived and worked in this place for 36 
years from the early days of the liberation of Belgrade in 1944 till his death in 
November 1979. The Chinese C.P. leader viewed with interest and reverence the 
sitting room, office, library with 9,000 books, billiard room and work shed. 


In the room where Tito had meetings with visiting foreign dignitaries and repre- 
sentatives of Yugoslav people, au oil painting by a famous Romanian painter, a gift 
from Romanian President Nicolae Ceausescu, hangs on the wall. On the wall behind 
Tito's office desk is an oil painting of Croatian peasant uprising. On display 

are bags, pens and other stationery pieces the late president once used. The clock 

on his desk points at five past three, the moment wher Tito died. Hu Yaobang noticed 
a bronze bust of Lenin and a plastic head of Lenin. The director of the center 
explained that these two had been placed in the office at the bidding of the president. 
The Chinese visitor saw a number of 8-inch photos showing the late president on his 
1977 visit to China in a smaller room where Tito kept his photo albums, 


Finally the Chinese party leader came to Tito's work shed where he was told that the 
former benchworker had the habit of working for one hour every day. In the shed are 
three lathesand an array of tools Tito had used, as well as a table, a clock, a 
mirror and an assortment of other things he had made or repaired himself. On the 
wall is a color photo of the late president in working jacket operating a lathe. One 
member of Hu Yaobang's party said with admiration that the late president had kept 
all his life the fine qualities of a benchworker. The Chinese party leader was 
accompanied by Dobrivoje Vidic, member of the Presidency of the Central Committee of 
the League of Communists of Yugoslavia.

Zhao Ziyang criticized some Western countries for trying to shift their economic crises 
to the Third World, which has aggravated the economic difficulties of the Third World 
countries and even threatens their hard-won political independence. 


He stressed South-South cooperation as equal and mutually beneficial to the development 
of Third World countries. The Chinese Government, he said, has put forward four prin- 
ciples for developing economic and technical cooperation with African countries, 
namely, “equality and mutual benefit, stress on actual results, use of varied forms 

and common development". 


In reply, President Habyarimana said China concerns itself with the promotion of unity 
among Third World countries and is playing an important role in establishing a new 
international economic order. He said that, in China's foreign policy, special impor- 
tance is attached to African countries, and almost all independent African states have 
maintained solid and fruitful friendships and cooperation with China. He said that the 
Rwandan Government and people are greatly satisfied with the results of their coopera- 
tion with China, and it is their common wish to make that cooperation more fruitful. 


Zhao Ziyang said the Chinese Government wants to intensify economic and technical 
cooperation with Rwanda and other Third World countries and thus contribute to South- 
South cooperation. China and Rwanda support and complement each other in international 
affairs, he said. He paid tribute to Rwanda for maintaining a policy of non-alignment, 
opposing power politics, safeguarding African unity and working for a new international 
economic order.

By 1982, 33 years later, the province's 
had increased by about 30 million people to more than 59.85 million, almost double. 


Because of the population increase, average cultivated land per person dropped t 
0.79 mu, almost a 50 percent decrease. The area has even dropped below 0,5 

person in many counties and communes, Grain yields have increased by mor: 

200 percent compared with 1949, but average grain per person has only increased by 
197 jin, less than double. 


Looking ahead to the end of this century, the average cultivated land per perso: in 
be maintained at the 0.68 mu level if the population level of the province i 
under 70 million by that time. But if the present rate of population growth 


maintained, the average cultivated land per person will be around 0.5 mu by the veatr 
2000. This cultivated land is also used for vegetables, oil-bearing crops, truit, 
Sugar, and other crops besides grain cultivation. Thus, cultivated land for grain 


production use will be even less. 


Some people have raised the point that the contradiction between large population and 
limited cultivated land could be solved by reclaiming wasteland. Yes, the state 
must reclaim more wasteland through careful planning, in order to improve agri- 
cultural production. However, there is not enough wasteland for reclamation in the 
province. Besides, the land is arid and dry and the cost of opening it up is very 
great. In particular, summing up our 33 years of experience, we find that the 
increase from newly reclaimed cultivated land can only offset the increasing use 

of land tor industrial and communications and for building houses in urban and rural 
areas, and the contradiction remains unsolved. 


Our forefathers said: Reserve a small piece of land for one's own descendants to plow. 
But if we do not strictly control population growth, where can our descendants plow? 
The practice of family planning is our basic national policy and it is the duty and 
right of citizens outlined in the new Constitution.. 


We must understand the advantages the state, collective, and family will gain trom it. 
We must understand the close relationsh'p between controlling population growth 
and achieving the four modernizations and a comparatively well-off standard of living, 


and enhance enthusiasm for family planning. We must respond to the party's and the 
state's call through the actual practice of family planning, so that the strategic 
target of controlling the provincial population below the 70 million level can be 
met by the turn of the century.

Ties with the city and county 
people's congress standing committees, the liaison departments of the prefectural 
people's congresses, people's deputies, and people must be strengthened and people's 
letters and visits must be handled seriously and well.

6, We must do well in the change of the term of office and electoral work of the 
people's congresses at the county and township levels. By the end of 1983, the term of 
office of the people's congresses at the county and township levels in our region will 
expire. With a view to doing well in the structural reform of townships and communes, 
in the change of the term of office and electoral work of the people's congresses at 
the county and township levels on an experimental basis, and in preparatory work, in 
coordination with the civil affairs department, the regional electoral office must study 
and draft as quickly as possible the program for the change of the term of office 

and electoral work of the people's congresses at the county and township levels and 
report the program to the regional People's Congress Standing Committee for examination 
and implementation. 


7, In light of the requirements of the further development of People's Congress work,

Use of the local language in the congress sessions is also an expression of the right 
of autonomy, the deputies said. At the first session of the fourth regional congress, 
all the main speakers used the Tibetan language, while interpreters were employed 
during panel discussions.

YUNNAN'S APRIL 1983 INDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION UP

[Summary] The province made further headway in industry in April, yielding a 721 
million yuan gross output value, an increase of 10.6 percent over the same month 
last year. Of this figure, Light tndustry contributed 374 million yuan, an 

increase of 8.5 percent over last year, while heavy industry contributed 347 million 
yuan, an increase of 12.9 percent. In addition, the output of cigarettes reached 
135,000 cartons in April, establishing an all-time record for monthly output. 


According to statistics, the province's gross output value for industry in the 
first quarter of this year was 2.81 billion yuan, an increase of 9.9 percent over 
the same period last year. Meanwhile, the collectively operated industrial 
enterprises in cities and towns achieved good progress in production, sitmulating 
a rise of 19 percent in output value in the first quarter of this year.

QUIZHOU RESOURCES EXPLOITATION -- Guiyang, 16 Apr (XINHUA) -- Guizhou Province has 
developed enterprises run by communes, production brigades, and teams to exploit 
the natural resources in mountain areas. By the end of last year, there were some 
40,960 such enterprises, employing over 371,000 people. The gross value of 
production last year totaled some 520 million yuan, double the figure for 1978. 
Guizhou's mountain areas are abundant in mineral deposits, such as phosphorus, coal, 
mercury, aluminum, antimony, and barite.
